DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-7 are pending in tlie instant application. Claims 8-1 1 have been 
canceled. 

Response 

Applicant's response and amendment to the claims filed on 2/9/09 is 
acknowledged. The rejections and objections made in the previous office action are 
withdrawn in view of the cancellation of claims 8-1 1 and response. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to a process of making alkoxy-(tetrazol-1- 
yl)benzaldehyde compound of formula (2). The closest prior art of record is U.S. PAT 
5,703,240 (Armour et al), which teaches a similar method of making, but does not teach 
the instantly claimed method of making, wherein the compound of formula (1) is reacted 
with hexamethylenetetramine in sulfonic acid followed by hydrolysis. Therefore, 
process claims 1-7 are allowabled over the prior art.
